Ellen Jung is in her third year at the University of Toronto, Faculty of 
Music Performance Program. She currently studies with David Zafer 
and has performed as a soloist with the North York Symphony Or- 
chestra and the Korean-Canadian Symphony Orchestra. She has 
recieved many scholarships and awards through her participation in 
the Kiwanis Music Festival, the Canadian Music Competition, and 
the Orchestre Symphonique de Montréal. Ellen has also participated 
in masterclasses with such artists as Jose-Luis Garcia, Nadja Salerno- 
Sonnenberg, and Jaime Laredo. 


Daniel Bard is in his second year at the University of Toronto, 
Faculty of Music Performance Program. Since his arrival in Canada 
in 1990, he has studied with David Zafer and has participated in 
masterclasses with Pinchas Zukerman, Jaime Laredo, Christian Tetzlaff, 
Kyoko Takezawa, and Jose-Luis Garcia. He has attended the Courtenay 
Youth Music Centre and the Southern Ontario Chamber Music Insti- 
tute as well as been invited by Mr. Garcia to participate in the Colo- 
rado College Summer Conservatory and Music Festival where he was 
a winner at the Concerto Competition. 

Daniel has been a member of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orches- 
tra for six years and has performed as concertmaster for two years. In 
May of 1996 he had a solo debut with the Toronto Symphony Orches- 
tra. Daniel is currently a member of the Metro String Quartet where 
he has recorded for CJRT FM and has been coached by professional 
string quartets including the Berlin Philharmonic Quartet, the Cleve- 
land Quartet, the St. Lawrence Quartet and the Haydn Trio of Vienna. 


Julia Lockhart is in her second year at the University of Toronto, 
Faculty of Music Performance Program studying with Nadina Mackie 
Jackson. She is a native of Calgary where she was principal bassoon 
of the Calgary Youth Orchestra and on occasion performed with the 
Calgary Philharmonic Orchestra. Julia played with the Toronto Sym- 
phony Youth Orchestra in the 1995-96 season and spent the summer 
touring Japan with the National Youth Orchestra. Most recently she 
performed with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra on fourth bassoon 
in their October performances of Mahler’s Sixth Symphony. 








David Zafer 


Musical Director, Founder and Conductor 
of the University of Toronto Chamber Orchestra 


Born in England in 1934, David A. Zafer began his musical train- 
ing on violin at age 8. At age 13, Zafer arrived in Canada and contin- 
ued his violin studies with Elie Spivak at the Royal Conservatory of 
Music where he won numerous awards and scholarships. Since then 
he has earned himself an international reputation as an accomplished 
performer. He has worked with such renowned artists as Oscar 
Shumsky, Glenn Gould, Leonard Rose, William Primrose, and the 
noted Ivan Galamian. He has also performed as Associate 
Concertmaster, Concertmaster, and guest soloist with the Toronto and 
Baltimore Symphony Orchestras, the Hart House Orchestra, the Strat- 
ford Festival Orchestra and the National Ballet of Canada. 

In addition to the refinements of his own talents, Prof. Zafer, for 
more than twenty years, has focused with remarkable commitment 
and innovation on developing young Canadian musicians. Since 1966, 
he has been Professor of Violin at the Faculty of Music, University of 
Toronto. Many of his graduates now hold major positions in orches- 
tras, chamber groups, and teaching institutions around North America 
and Europe. 

He has given masterclasses at faculties from coast to coast in Canada 
and abroad including Rice University in Houston, Texas and the 
Menuhin School in Surrey, England. While on sabbatical leave in 
1993-94, Professor Zafer was guest clinician and conductor at the 
Reina Sofia School in Pozuelo, Spain. He _ has also served as per- 
formance coach for the National Youth Orchestra, the Canadian Fes- 
tival of Youth Orchestras and currently serves as the Principal Con- 
ductor of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra. His most recent 
accomplishment in the field of string pedagogy is a summer academy 
for advanced string players called the Zafer Institute for Strings.
